In form- 
er years the cléction has attracted 
no more than, passing interest 
outside the Settlement itself, and 
even’ there, eapecially in the Bri- 
ush community, no undue tmport- 
ance was attached’to. the event. 
This! year, however, more than 
one foreign capital will watch the. 

election and mark its reault, seeing 
therein a straw by which to gauge 
the prevailing wind in. the Far 
East. 

The. Municipal Counctl which 
looks after the affairs of the Set- 
tlement consists of 14 members.: 
Of these five are Chinese who are 
Indirectly elected by Chinese or- 
“anisa‘ions within the Settlement. 
Over. the election of these five 
Chinese members there is no con~ 
troversy. The .other- nine mem- 
bers represent the foreign interests 
which have built’ Shanghal and 
made {t one of the greatest trading 
cides !n the world. For many 
years the non-Chinese members 
have been amicably elected as the 
result 
the British, American, and Japan- 
ese communities. This year, now- 
ever, the Japanese—with,. it 1s sug~ 
gested, the concurrence of Tokio— 
have adopted a: forward policy.
